Wherein the commonly received Opinion touching the Deity 
of the Holy Spirit, is clearly and fully refuted. 



Argument I. 

H E that is diftinguifhed from 
God, is not God. The 
Holy Spirit is diftiugu toll- 
ed from God. Ergo, 

The Major is evident: for if he fhould 
be both God, and d i Hi ngui Ihed from God, 
he would be diftinguifhed from himfelf, 
which implies a Comradiftion. The Minor 
is confirmed by the whole current of tire 
Scripture, which calleth him tht spirit of 
Cod , and faith that hi k fine by God, and 
furchttb tbs depths of God, See, Neither Iec 
any Man here think to fly to that ignorant 
Refuge of making a diflinftion between the 
Effence anil Pcrfon of God, faying that tire 
Holy Spirit is dhfinguifhed from God, taken 
Perfonally, not Effentially: For this wrecchcd 
dlftinttion (to omit the mention of the Pri- 
mitive Fathers j is not only unheard of in 
Scripture, and fo to he rejected, it being 
Preemption to affirm any thing of tire un- 
fearchable Nature of God, which lie hath not 
firft affirmed of himfelf in the Scripture * 
but is alfo difclaimed by Reafon, For fir ft, 
it is impofliblc for any Man, if he would but 
endeavour to conceive the thing, and not de- 
lude both himfelf and others with empty 
Terms, and Words without undcrfhnding, 
to diftinguifh the Per Ion from the Eifcnce of 



God, and not to frame two Beings or Things 
in his Mind, and contequemly t>\o Gods, 
Secondly, If the Perfon be difiinft from the 
Effencc of God, then ir nut ft needs be fornt* 
thing \ ftnee nothing hath no Accident, and 
therefore neither can it happen to it to be 
diftinguifiied. If fomething, then either fomc 
finite or infinite thing: if finite, then there 
will be fomething finite in God, and confe- 
quently , fince by the Confeffiort of the Advcr- 
iurics every thing in God is God himfelf, God 
will be Finite j which the Adverlaries them* 
fclvcs will iikcwilc confers to be abfurd. If 
Infinite, then there will be two Infinites in 
God, to wit, the Pcrfon and Effcncc of God, 
,md confequcntly two Gods; which is more 
abfurd than the former. Thirdly, To talk of 
God taken imperfonaliy, is ridiculous, not 
only becaufe there is no Example thereof in 
Scripture, but bccaufe God 
is the Name of a * Pcrfon, Y By Perforigm- 
and figniffcth him that dtrftand, as Philo* 
bath fublime Dominion or fopbmdo } S uppo- 
Powcr i and when ir is put fitum incelligens, 
for the moft High God, it that is an iml- 
denoterh him who with lefluat Subflance 
Sovereign and Abfolute compkat, and not 
Authority ruleth over all j a Mood or Subfi* 
but none but a Pcrfon can fimt, which are 
rule over others, all Aft i- fant, tilled and 
ons being proper to Per- fujlUfs Terms, 
fons ; wherefore to take brought in to cozin 
God other wife than per- (hi (imU.

Argument II. 

I F he that gave the Holy Spirit to 
the Ifraelites to inftrnd them, be 
Jehovah alone, then the Holy Spirit is 
not Jehovah or God. But he that 
gave the Holy Spirit to the ffraelites 
to infhud them, is Jehovah alone. 
Ergo. 

The Sequel of the Ma /V is plain; for if 
he that gave the Holy Spirit be Jehovah a- 
lonc, and yet the Holy Spirit that was given 
be Jehovah too, the fame will be Jehovah a- 
lone, and nor Jehovah alone, which implies 
a Contradiction. The Minor is evident by 
A’(J b. 9, 6 , 2c. 

Argument II I. 

H E that fpeaketh not of himfelf, 
is not God. The Holy Spirit 
fpeaketh not of himfelf. Ergo. 

The /Him' is clear from Job, 1 6. 13. Th c 
Major is proved thus: God fpeaketh of him- 
felt ; therefore if there he any one that 
fpeaketh nor of himfelf, lie is not God. The 
Antecedent is of it fclf apparent ; for God 
is thc primary Author of whatfoever lie doth; 
but fliould lie not fpcak of himfelf, lie muft 
fpcak from another, and fo not be the pri- 
mary, but fecondary Author of his Speech; 
which is ahlurtl, if at leaf dm may he called 
abfurd, which is impoffible. The Confe- 
quctice is undeniable. For further Confir- 
mation of this Argument, it is to be ob- 
fetved, that to fpcak or to do any thing not 
of himfelf, according to the ordinary Phrafc 
of tite Scripture , ' is to fpcak _ or do by 
the (hewing, teaching, commanding, autho- 
rizing, cr enabling of another, and conic - 
quertly incompatible with thc fupream and 
lelf-fullicicnt Majcfty of God. Vid. Job. 5, 
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19,20, 30, Job.'}. iS, 58 . Joh. 8. 

28, 42. Job. 11. 50, 51. John 12. 4p, 5 q, 
John 14. 10, 24. John 15. 4. John 18, 34.

Thc Major is clear by I fa, 40. 1-3, 14. com- 
pared wich Rom, 11. 34. 1 Cor. 2. id. For 
thefe places of the Apoflle, compared with 
that of the Prophet, fliew tlm Ifni ah did not 
by the Spirit of the Lord there underftand die 
Holy Spirit, but the Mind, or Intention of 
God. The Minor is evidenced by John 8. 
where our Saviour having laid in the 26th 
Verfe, WJratfoner I have beard from him (the 
Father) thefe things Ifptafa in the 28th Verfe 
he expreilcth the fame Cento thus ; According 
ds the Father bath taught me , thefe things I 
fpcaf. Neither let any Man go about to c- 
lude fo pregnant an Argument, by faying thac 
this is fpoken of thc Holy Spirit improper- 
ly : For let him mm himfelf every way, and 
ferew the words 3S he plcafes, yet fhall lie 
never be able to make it out to a wife and 
confideringMan, how it can poftibly be faid, 
that any one hcarcth from another what 
he will fpeak, who is the prime Author of 
his Speech, and into whom it is not at a- 
certain time infinuated by another. For 
this ExprefTion plainly intimated), that what* 
feever the Holy Spirit fpeaketh to the Dilci- 
ples, is fir ft difeovered and committed to 
him by Thrift, whofe Embaflador lie is, ir 
being proper to an Embaffador to be the 
Interpreter not of his own, but of another’s 
Will, But it is contradiftious to imagine 
thar tiic moft High God can have any tiling 
difcoyercd and committed to him by ano- 
ther. 
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Argument V. 

H E that receive th of another?, is 
not God, The Holy Spirit cloth 
ho. Ergo, 

The Minor is witndTcd by the afore faid 
place, John \ 6. 14. The Major is proved 
thus : God Is he that givcch all things to all * 
wherefore if there be any one that rcccivcth 
of anothers, lie cannot be God, The Ante- 
cedent is plain by ACls 17.25, Rom.

God flsoulcl give all things to all, and yet 
receive of .mothers, fie would both give nil 
things, nfid not give all things', have all 
things of liis own, and liavefomething of .mo- 
thers j both which imply a Contradiction.

$, In both which places, cite Holy Spirit is 
fat d to be given conrradiftinflly from his 
Gifts and Operations : in the firft, contra- 
diftihflty from the lnftruftion flowing from 
him •, in the other, contradiftindliy from the 
love of God diffufed in our Hearts by him. 
Whence we my draw this Corollary, That if 
the Perfon of the Holy Spirit be out of Fa- 
vour given to certain Men, as the aforefaid 
places certify, then he was not perfonally pre- 
fenr with them before, and colifequeruly, by 
the ConcelTtonof the Adverfaries themfeives, 
cannot be God, fincc they will not deny chat 
God is always perfonally prefent with all 
alike.

Neither let any Man think to 
elude thisProol, by laying, that the Spirit is 
here faid to pray, only becaufc lie maketli 
tile Bride to pray : for when the Scripture 
would Ognify the Aftiftance of the Holy Spi- 
rit in caufmg Men to fpeak, it is wont to 
affirm, cither that the Holy Spirit fpeaketh 
in them, as Mat.

Again, drat the holy 
Spirit is not God, doth further appear by 
this very Inffance, fince the Apoftie, when 
there was fo ample an occafion offered to 
declare it ( if it had been fo ) doth quite 
decline it; for it is incredible that he, who 
was fo intent and vigilant in propagating 
the Truth, as that cafualiy feeing an Altar at 
Athens inferibedp To the untyomi God , he 
prefently took a hint from thence, to preach 
onto tire Heathen the true God j yet here 
being told by Difciplcs that they had not 
fo much as heard whether there were an 
holy Spirit, or not, fhould not make ufc of 
the opportunity to difeover unto them, and 
in than to us,' the Deity of the holy Spirit, 
but fuffer them to remain in Ignorance touch- 
ing a 1'oinc of fuch coniequence, that with- 
out the kuowledg thereof ( if wc believe 
many now a-days ) Men cannot be fayed. 
Certainly, the Apoflle had a greater care both 



of the Truth of God, and the Salvation of 
Men, than to do fo. 

Argument XI. 

H E that hath an llnderOanding 
diflinft from that of God, is 
not God. The Holy Spirit hath an 
UndcrAatuling tliflindf from that of 
God.

The Major is clear: for he that hath an 
Underflanding diflinft from that of another, 
muff needs likewife have a diflinft Effence, 
wherein that Underflanding may refide. The 
Major is proved thus: He that hcarcth 
from God at the fecond hand, namely, by 
Chrift Jefus, uhat he fhall fpeak, hath an 
Underflanding diflinfl from that of God, 
The Holy Spirit fo hcareth from God ; Ergo. 

The Minor is evident from Job . 16, 13, 
14, 15. The Major is confirmed thus: He 
that is taught of God, hath an Undemand- 
ing diflinft from that of God. He that 
hcareth from God what he Qiall fpeak, is 
taught of God : Ergo, 

The Minor is maniteft front Jab. 8. where 
our Saviour Chrift having Paid in Verfc 2 6. 
Whatfoevtr J have heard from him (die Father) 
thefe things i fpeak In Verfc 28, he cx- 
preficth the fame fenfe thus : [ According as 
the Father bath taught me, thefe things / fptaff] 
The Major is of it fclf clear : for he that is

10, 
where he .iffirmeth, that the Spiiit feauhetl 
the depths of God (as Rom.%, 27. he intmiaccth, 
that God ftarchetb the Heart of the Spirit: j 
but to fearcli the depths of any one, nccelfa"

riiy fuppofcth one tmdcrftanding in him that 
fearchech, and another undemanding m. lum 
whole Depths are fearchcd, as is evident, not 
only by collation of other places of the 
Scripture, us i Fit. i.

they are made: So that this, without any 
more, (ufficicmiy fhc\veth that die HolySmV 
rit hath a Will diftinct in number from chap 
of God \ fince die one fueth, the other is di- 
ed at the fame cime, and for the fame thing. 
Secondly, the word tgbrmu, in Englifh 
repdred Mind, doth here liguity the fame 
with Will or Defi.e, as.appeare.h from the 
6to and 7 lb Verfes of this Chapter > and alfo 
horn the Verbal Ely, whence ic is derived, 
which fignificth to Aft II, Wilt Defer, Pnyfne ■, 
fee Vcrfc 5. cf the fame Chapter, ami Cel. 
3.2. Thirdly, though the Greek hath 
Oih, according to God -, yet is this, in the 
judgment of the Englifh Tranfi.icors them- 
felves, (he fame as if it had been faid, grp ^ 
bshn/M Q{i<, according to the Will op God } 
neither can any other commodious Interpre- 
tation be put upon the words. 

But this P.dfage of the Apoftlc, doth fur- 
ther afford us a (ccond and third impregnable 
Argument of the Holy Spirit's being inferi- 
our to God. For, firft, he is here faid to 
mafe intern If on for us, (as we before urged 
Ills praying to Chrift, Argument 9.) and time 
with groans unutterable, which is not fo to 
be urukrftood, as if the Holy Spirit were 
here faid to help our Infirmities, only by 
fuggefting Petitions and Groans unco us, ( as 
Is commonly, but pi fly affirmed ) for the very 
words of die Context fufficiently exclude 
fucli a glofs ; fince they fay, that the Spirit 
hmftlf, not we by the Spirit, (as wc have it 
in the 1 ^fbVerfe of the fame Chapter) mafetb 
inter eefon for us •, yea, vicarious inter ceffton, 
as the Greek word gdfivivy^m fignifkth: 
But to help others Infimicics, by muling in- 
ttrcejfion *, and, what is more, vicarious in- 
ttrctfjm for them, is not to inftil Petitions in- 
to them, but to pour out Petitions apart in 
their behalf j as is apparent botli from the 
thing it felf •, fince none can intercede for 
himlelt, all Interccflion (ac leaft lucli as is 
here fpoken of ) requiring thcencermifc of a 
third Perform, and by the Collation of Vcrfe 
34 of rhe fame Chapter, and 1 Tint <■>.!. 

mb. 
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mb.*;. a$. Neither lee any Man think to 
baffle off this place, ( which is written wit!) 
a Beam of the Sun, and hath, together with 
that John 1 6. 13,14. quite nonplufs’d, not 
only Modern Authors, but the Fathers them- 
felves) by faying, that this Is improperly 
fpoken of the Holy Spirit: For, befides, 
that he hath no other ground to fay fo, but 
his own pre-conccived Opinion touching the 
Deity of the Holy Spirit, he ought to know 
that the Scripture, though it fpeaketh fome 
things of God in a Figure, and improperly 
yet doth it no where fay any thing that ar- 
gued] Ids Inferiority to, and dcpeodance oh 
another. But this Paiiage of the Apoflle 
plainly ititimaterh, that the Holy Spirit is in* 
tcriour to God, and dependent on him - , o- 
therwife whac need had he to nuke intercef* 
fion to God, and chat with groans unutte- 
rable, for the Saints ? Secondly, The Holy 
Spirit is here diftinguifhed from him that 
fimbtththt Hums’, and this Defcription is 
made ufe of to put a difference between God 
and the Holy Spirit: But how could this be 
done, were the Holy Spirit alfo a fcarchcr of 
the Hearts ? For can a Defcription that is 
common, yea alike common to twain, (for 
fo the Advcrfaries hold concerning God, and 
the Holy Spirit) be fer coctiftinguifii the one 
from the other ? For inftancc •, to prepare the 
PaJfBitr for Chrift , is an Aftion common to 
Pit n‘ with John , for they twain were font by 
Chrift to that purpofe, and did accordingly 



perform it ; fee Luft 2 2 . 8,13. Wherefore 
can a Defcription taken from this Aftion, !:e 
fit to difference Peter from John? And is it 
fuitablc to fay, He that prepared the Pn(jovtr 
for Cbrif, was a greater hpofllt then John ? 
Would not this plainly argue, than John did 
not prepare the failover for Chrift ? So that 
it is apparent, that the Holy Spirit is not a 
fearchcr of the Hearts, If therefore, it would, 
not follow that the Holy Spirit is God, al- 
though it had been laid in the Scripture, that 
he fcarrheth the Hearts, unlefshe had fuel] a 
faculty originally, and of himfelf, (far no- 
thing hinders but that God may confer it up- 
on others, as we fee by the Scripture, that 
he hath, de fjffo , conferred it on Chrift, 
having given him alt Judgment, and char, be- 
caiife ht is the Son of Man, John 5. 22, 27, 
for fuch Judgment required] that he be a 
fearchcr of the Hearts) ; If, I fay, it would 
not even then follow that lie is God; how 
clearly, how irrcfragably doth it on the con- 
trary follow, that lie is not God, but hath an 
under/landing diflind from, and inferiour to 
that of God ; in as much as he is ddVitureof 
fuch a perfection, as the fc, arching of the 
Hearts, which is infcparable from the Divine 
Majcfly > Thcfe two Confiderations have I 
added at the clofe of my twelfth Argument, 
bccaufc they arc not fo much new Arguments, 
as Props and further Confirmations of. tlx- 
Ninth and Eleventh Arguments, 
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
